& phys:‘leal impossibility the law makes an allowance for the vabia- 
tions which are practically necessary in coinage operations. ft 
should still be the aimof the Melter & Refiner to mke-all ingots 
as nearly as possible to 900 fine in order that the coin of the 
United States shall approximate as closdly as.may be to its pro- ~ . 
Claimed fineness. If he does this he will naturally produce as 
many ingots that are above 900 fine as he will that are below. 
There is no justification for the contention that the Melter md 
Refiner has a right to have all ingots accepted providing they are 
within the limits of tolerance fixed for coin.
